Al S o'elocli Sunday niornini; the rear 
end of the hull of Ihe alramer waa 
ran;;htat Tniy. Ind , a<-vrn inliea lie- 
low here, ami thirty drow ni-d niuica 
aucurely lied to the guards, were found. 

At I loveraiairt. Ky., C C. Wbite- 
heml. an old llat-laiat pilot who waa 
on the ill-fated Mlaaourl. was seen by 
a rep-irter. Capt Whitehead was in- 
jurrd and almoat exhauatwl, but he 
undoubtedly iraa the hero of tbe dla- 
aater. and tba following interview 
with him will prove Interesting to 
tliiiii.sAmls lif |N'ii|ile who had frieiida 
or relatives alainrd. ( apt. Wliiti-heail 
aai.l:

mainland of China. TearKJhow la a 
flouriahing rity of SIVOiOOU inhabitants 
on tiie extreme northern purl of tlic 
proiniintory that Juts out Into 
the Yellow sea and forma tha 
eastern portion of tbe province 
of Shantung. It is on the 
eoaat with ( hlfo and Wel-Hai-Wel, aad 
la west of them The foreign w-arahipa 
Uiat hail' ^-"tii- fri'in t'liifu to w ItnchN 
the bombunlineut had to travel only 
about fifty milea to reach the city that 
Ihe Japanaae warahlpa are now aaaall- 
log. Tbe city ia situated on the Strait 
of I'e-Chl-I.i. at the i»iinl where it Ih.- 
gina to merge into the liulf of I'e-t hi 1,1. 
It is a lillle west of aoutli of I'ort Ar- 
thur, and only about auventy uiUca from 
It, BO that tha Ja p anaae veaaela iaauiny 
tnm the aaptnrad fort to the north 
hail only a few hours* sailing liefore 
thev reiichcd the |aiint of attach. 

There waa a time when Tang-Chow 
waa a great commerolal rival of Chifu. 
That waa when the water* la the mad- 
atcad (for it can hardly be called a 
harbor) were very deep. The Junki 
were able to push ri^'lit up to the shore 
and unload their morehaniliM' in the 
eltf' l^ut the Hoang river has played 
tkemiaohlef with Teng-Chow. Since 
nia(t ite old bed and made a new 
eonrsc for itself (ar to the north, it ba« 
been alfiing lU great loads of aeilimant 
far and wide over the bottom of tha 
(iulf of l'r-> lii'I.i. and enormous quan- 
Itties of it bare been caught and de- 
posited on that part of the eoaat that 
projecte (artheat to the north. 

It Is right here that Teng-Chow i« 
aitoaled; and the si-a lieil in front 
of It haa long bi-i-n filling up with the 
} ell'iw earth that "< 'liina's siirniw" has 
brought down to the sea. To-day 
amall veaaela are not able to approach 
the ahore. and have to anehor far from 
it AImiuI ' three nr four miles 
froni the >litiri'. however. ia a 
narrow chunnel iK-tween the city 
and the little Uland to the north, 
known as the Strait of Miao-Tao. Tho 
rapid cnrrenta hero have kept the 
channel comparatively clear of the 
Honii;- lieiaisits and the water is about 
aizly feet deep. 

Tills ia the only poaaible poaitioo 
from w hlch large wai^tpa might bom- 
bani the city, aad It ia from thla point 
of Tuiiiage that tha Janaeaaa naval 
veaai-K are ponring their ahot and abell 

into the bit; town.

An IntercsllBK Careiuony Tbat U Mot Al- 
tot*tb«r Val^a*. 

The ceremony among the Kabyle* is 

interestini,' In-eaaseof Its comparative 
reaemblanee t.i the eustoins of the tdd 
Oreeka and Komans, and even to those 
which still prevail in si-questered parts 
of France. Here is the girl's father 
who exactti a wedding portion, a sum 
of al>out eight pounds, for which the 
liridejrrooin has generally to rely upon 
the ailrances of his friends. Often, 
too, the young man has not a house for 
his bride, in wbioh «an hla friends set 
to work and build one— no very dilB 
cult matter. 

On tlie weddiuif day the tn-iile is led 
through the villages In the neiifhbor- 
hiHsl, mounted on a inule, an.l cscorteil 
by friends and relations, who shout 
and flre guns again and again. The 
various householders hasten forth to 
ofTer her a sieveful of In-ans, nuts, or 
dried figs. Of these she takes a liand- 
ful, wMch she Uis.ses and then replaces 
in the sieve. .\11 tile olTerint»s are col 
leeted in sacks l)y the old women of 
the prooeaaion as contributions to the 
young people's larder. 

At the l»ride^r<Mtm's lions*' the girl's 
liaii.ls are washed with liipiitl butter. 
Then they );ive lier stime fresh eggs, 
which she breaks on the mule's head 
and Inside the 'innappy animal's ears, 
thereby, it Is believed, countcractinir 
any evil designs against her and her 
husband's happiness, llefore entering 
the house she drink- milk, fresh and 
sour, and also wster, and soattcra over 
her sbooldera handfnl of barley, wheat 
and salt for the good of the family. 

The huslmnd then approaches her 
and Arcs a pistol above her head, to 
signify that thencef.irw anl he has the 
power i.f life ami death ..\.-rh.'r. Not 
infretpicntly he makes the .syinlHil even 
more emphatic by firing into her head- 
dress and setting her aflame. This 
done, little reiiiHins except for the 
yonth to lift the ta.ly in his arms and 
carry her IxxlUy into hLs house.— All 
tb* Tear Houd.
